The following amendment, framed by the Trustees of 
the Port of Bombay in the Docks Scale of Rates, has been 
approved by the Central Government and is published for 
information in accordance with the provisions of Section 
43-B(l) of the Bombay Port Trust Act, 1879 : 

Docks Scale of Rates 

Under Section III-A of the Docks Scale of Rates add the 
following as Sub-Section (e). 

“ On goods landed at the Docks and loaded into Rail- 
way wagons rental charges under Section III-C 
will be levied in lieu of demurrage from the date 
the goods are ready for despatch till the date of 
loading into Railway wagons provided that the 
importer has submitted requisitions for wagons on 
the same day as the goods are ready for despatch 
on completed Customs documents and has repeated 
such requisitions daily thereafter and provided 
that a certificate from the Railway Manager is 
produced stating that the delay in loading was due 
to non-supply of wagons. 

Note : — The Docks Manager has discretionary powers 
to carry forward to the next working day any Rail- 
way wagons supplied so late in the afternoon of 
the Last Free Day as to render loading on that day 
to be impracticable in his opinion

DELHI ROAD TRANSPORT AUTHORITY

New Delhi , the 31st July 1954 
No. Adml-3(13)53 — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1), read with clause (f) of sub-section (2) 
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of Section 53 of the Delhi Road Tarnsport Authority Act, 
1950 (XIII of 1950), the Delhi Road Transport Authority, 
with the previous sanction of the Central Gavernment, 
hereby makes the following regulations, namely : — 

1. Short Title and Commencement . — (i) These regula- 
tions may be called the Delhi Road Transport Authority 
(Period of Disposal of Unclaimed Articles) Regulations, 
1954. 

(ii) These regulations shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. — (a) “ Authority ” means the Delhi Road 
Transport Authority, 

(b) u Act ” means the Delhi Road Transport Authority 
Act, 1950 (XIII of 1950). 

3. Period of Disposal of Unclaimed Articles or Goods . — 
(1) The period after the expiration of which unclaimed 
articles or goods may be sold by the Authority by public 
auction under sub section (2) of Section 28 of the Act, 
from the date the articles or goods come into the posses- 
sion of the Authority, shall be as indicated below : — 

Category of Articles Period after which they 

or Goods. are to be disposed of, 

(a) Perishable goods After the expiry of 24 

hours or earlier, if they 
are or are likely to become 
offensive. 

(b) Foodgrains After two months. 

(c) Other goods or articles After three months, 
not covered by (a) and 

(b) above, 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub clause (1) 
above, arms, ammunition, explosives and other dangerous 
goods, intoxicating liquors, opium and its preparation and 
hemp drugs, the sale of which by unlicenced persons is 
prohibited by law, shall be made over to the Police or 
Excise authorities as soon as possible after they come into 
the possession of the Authority. 

4. Storage charges, — A storage charge not exceeding four 
annas per package or article per month or a part of a 
month, during which it remains in the possession of the 
Authority, as lost property, shall be made,
